Public hearing closed on cabana

The Zoning Board of 
Appeals closed its public hear- 
ing on a controversial 1,300 
square foot cabana on Hazel- 
wood Circle, after members 
walked the site Saturday mor- 
ing. 

The press and neighbors 
were not allowed to join the 
board on the property during the 
7 a.m. walk, but after conclud- 
ing the visit, the board voted 4-1 
to close the public hearing on 
the site. Next up: a deliberative 
session on the issue, which has 
divided people in the area into 
pro- and anti-cabana camps. The 
next meeting’s location has not 
been decided, but it will be held 
June 13 at 8:30 p.m. 

In a petition to the Zoning 
Board, some neighbors have 
said the cabana is a second 
home because it can be used for 
sleeping, cooking and eating. 

The owners, the Gibson fam- 
ily, and their attorney Mark 
Johnson, refute the claims, say- 
ing the cabana is an accessory 
building. 

The cabana has been a con- 
tentious issue in the Ballardvale 
neighborhood around Hazel- 
wood Circle since last July, 
when neighbors complained to 
the Conservation Commission. 


The Gibsons received verbal 
permission from former Conser- 
vation Director James Greer to 
build the cabana in October 
2004. They later received a 
building permnit, and construc- 
tion began in early 2005. But the 
Gibsons never received permis- 
sion from the Conservation 
Commission for the project, and 
the town says its increased in 
size from the one Greer 
approved verbally. 

The couple has said the pro- 
ject was 90 percent complete 
before neighbors raised con- 
cerns with the Conservation 
Commission and construction 
was stopped. E-ven after the zon- 
ing issue is resolved, there are 
still three other pending cases 
regarding the Conservation 
Commission”s ruling that the 
cabana is too Close to wetlands 
and is not exempt from the 
town’s wetlands protection 
bylaw. Two appeals are in state 
Superior Court and one is being 
considered by the state Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protec- 
tion, 

James Hauer and Catherine 
Merritt-Hauer, the Gibsons’ 
neighbors, at <4 Hazelwood Cir- 
cle, said they mnade investments 
into their own home, including 
making their home wheelchair 


accessible to accommodate their 
“golden years.” The cabana was 
not part of their retirement 
Vision. 

Neighbors opposed to the 
structure say it violates zoning 
measures, endangers the area’s 
wetlands, and causes flooding 
on their properties. 

The issue has one of the 
younger members of the neigh- 
borhood getting involved. 

“Lots of people aren’t realiz- 
ing that the cabana is killing 
plants and animals,” said 
Alexandra Valenti, a fourth 
grade student at Shore Country 
Day School who showed up to 
the 7 a.m. meeting with a home- 
made sign to present to the 
board. The sign had bar graphs 
showing the numbers of wildlife 
affected in the neighborhood 
before and after the cabana’s 
construction. 

Her father, Joseph Valenti, 
said he wants the Gibsons to at 
least get rid of the structure’s 
second floor. The Valentis are 
abutters, living at 6 Acorn Drive. 

Merritt-Hauer said the struc- 
ture decreases her property 
value. 

“T have no problem with 
development,” Merritt-Hauer 
said, “but abide by zoning and 
construction bylaws.”

Pipe replaced 
at Skug River 


Last week, the Conservation 
Commission addressed concerns 
about a three-day pipe replace- 
ment job on Gray Road poten- 
tially affecting silt levels in the 
Skug River, which runs beneath 
the road, and is believed to be 
the smallest river in the United 
States. 

Linda Cleary, conservation 
agent, was on the site in response 
to calls from concerned resi- 
dents, she said. The job, which 
was being done by town contrac- 
tors Bateson Enterprises, was 
being carried out in compliance 
with environmental standards, 
Cleary said. 

The slopes on each side of the 
road were secured with rocks, 
instead of hay bales, which 
Cleary said would have washed 
away, and done more harm than 
good to the tiny river.

Buzz Stapezynski. If the 45-per-

normal after this week, the flood 
will have created 500 tons of 
additional trash. 

The bad news is, the town 
pays Wheelabrator trash inciner- 
itor in North Andover $64 per 
ton to dump trash. If the num- 
bers are any indication, the rain 
storm will have cost the town 
about $32,000 in trash disposal 
that would otherwise not have to 
be paid. 

The good news is, the town 
budget this year is based on 

2,000 tons of trash, according 
to Stapezynski, and the Federal

lies in what is considered a flood hazard zone. 

Ford acknowledged there is limited coverage 
for basement properties, but said those insured to 
80 percent of their value will receive more than 
Sheet rock. They will receive funds to replace elec- 
trical boxes, circuit breakers, central air-condition- 
ing equipment, and drywall in basements. 

If a property is not insured to 80 percent of its 
value, and damage below street level occurs, only 
drywall will be replaced. 

But in either scenario, no finishing or furniture 
replacement will be covered. At Balmoral, many 
residents take advantage of basement storage pens 
and will receive nothing for those losses. 

Some Washington Park residents are in similar 
situations, according to condo owner Tom Middle- 
ton. He said he’s been living alone at Washington 
Park for three years, and was advised upon pur- 
chasing the condo from its previous owner, to pur- 
chase an additional personal flood insurance poli- 
cy, beyond the National Flood Insurance Policy 
mandated for the property by the government. 

But Middleton has since learned that even hav- 
ing two insurance policies is not enough. Because 
part of his home is considered below street level, 
the only damage his policies cover is drywall 
replacement. 

“No paint, nothing,” said a discouraged Mid- 
dleton, who at 75 years old remembers the flood of 
1936. “If you’re in the basement, you're out of 
luck. We should have been informed about gaps in 
coverage in advance. 

“I never would have moved in if I knew,” 
Middleton. 

Middleton said he is retired, and currently is 
staying with his daughter. He plans to use money 
he has put aside to cover the cost of repairing his 


said 


damaged property. He said he simply does not 
know if he will remain at Washington Park. 

“My brain is just scattered. I really don’t know 
what is going on, or if I will stay,” he said, adding 
that he may be out of his home for weeks or 
months. 


86 homes gone in one building 

Many of the people who used to live in the Bal- 
moral are also unsure of their future. 

The Balmoral is the hardest hit property in 
Andover, said Bettano, a former property manager, 
and current real estate developer. All of its 140 res- 
idents are currently displaced. Some families have 
been split up, going to live among relatives, friends 
and hotels. Some residents have been separated 
from their pets. For four families who lived in the 
basement, there is nothing left; everything was 
destroyed and will not be replaced by insurance. 
The building reports asbestos damage, oil damage, 
lost boilers and mold damage. 

“The building could be closed one month, or 
three months. We just don’t know,” Bettano said. 
“To us, this is New Orleans. It’s no different.” 

Bettano wonders if 86 families’ homes on an 
Andover street were suddenly boarded up, without 
power or water, if the response would be different. 

State Rep. Barry Finegold urges residents with 
concerns about insurance coverage to contact him, 
Rep. Barbara L Italien or Sen. Susan Tucker at the 
Statehouse. 

“The governor said that the insurance commis- 
sioner will be very aggressive about these issues,” 
Finegold said. “We want people to get the most 
potential out of their insurance policies.” 

Finegold owns one rental unit at Balmoral Con- 
dominiums, but said he is far more concerned 
about residents in the basement units who lost 
everything. 


Basement storage area not covered 

Eight-year Balmoral Condominiums residents 
Beverly Stoebel and Barbara Cleveland each own 
condos on upper floors in the building. Even 
though neither reports damage to their units, all of 
their belongings in the basement storage area were 
lost. The losses will not be covered because any- 
thing lost below street level is uninsured. 

“I applied to FEMA to subsidize the cost of my 
interim housing,” Stoebel said. She and Cleveland 
are both waiting to hear the status of claims. In the 
meantime, after moving around six times since the 
initial flood, including to the home of her mother 
and to a hotel, Stoebel said is staying at an apart- 
ment she found in Lawrence. 

“It’s very hard because even though I have my 
apartment now,” Stoebel said, “I cannot have my 
pets. I have to visit them at my mother’s house. 
While Balmoral was animal-friendly, my new 
place is not.” 

Stull, both women count themselves among the 
fortunate because they work for employers who 
have been flexible and sympathetic to the difficult 
situation. 

Stoebel said she was “very proactive” in trying 
to secure herself the greatest amount of help pos- 
sible. She called the Red Cross in North Andover 
looking for assistance, but aside receiving shelter 
in Methuen High School the first night, she said 
received no further assistance, though she did 
make many calls to the Red Cross’s various 
offices. 

Client Casework Supervisor Paula Harvey said 
that the Red Cross exists to assist people with 
imminent needs, such as food, shelter, medical 
care and mental health care. 

“She didn’t have a need for that,” Harvey said. 
She also said that according to her records, sever- 
al “good faith” attempts to reach Stoebel were 
made by the Red Cross. However, Stoebel said she

The residents of the Balmoral Condominiums 
have set up a Balmoral Disaster Relief Fund at the 
Savings Bank on Main Street in hopes that some 
residents fortunate not to have lost property in the 
floods might help.

Town residents kept away from Fos- 
ter’s Pond on Monday, June 5, not only 
because of cloudy skies, but because an 
herbicide was being applied to a related 
body of water, Dug Pond. 

Foster’s Pond is threatened by a 
weed called fanwort. It is a non-native, 
highly aggressive weed, said Foster’s 
Pond neighbor Steve Cotton. If left to 
its own devices, Cotton said the weed 
would choke the pond. 


The Foster’s Pond Corp., a group of 
residents who live near the pond, 
received permission to spray the herbi- 
cide Sonar in the pond last year. This 
year they are applying the same treat- 
ment to Dug Pond, a small basin sepa- 
rated from Foster’s Pond by a berm. 
When the water level rises, water from 
the two ponds merges, which could 
allow weeds in one pond to spread to 
the other. 

The cost for the treatment is $5,750, 
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and after raising funds for the proce- 
dure, and gaining the Conservation 
Commission’s clearance for the project 
in March, the corporation hired Aquatic 
Control Technology to carry out the job. 

“Now’s the time,” Cotton, president 
of the Foster’s Pond Corp., said. “The 
herbicide needs to be applied.” 

Were the weed allowed to spread, it 
would choke the pond. That means the 
weed has the potential to ruin the habi- 
tat for wildlife, said Cotton. “The fan-

Friendly’s building to be torn down 


Butler Bank plans bank branch, plu

Butler Bank officials hope to 
tear down the former Friendly’s 
Ice Cream building on Main Street 
to make room for a bigger two- 
story building that will be more 
than just a bank, according to a 
Butler representative. 

“The idea is that the bank will 
only use a portion of the first floor 
as a branch,” said Butler’s attorney 
Mark Johnson. 

Johnson said the remainder of 
the first floor and the entire second 
floor of the new building will be 
rented out as retail or office space, 
pending approval by the Planning 
Board later this month. 

The Lowell-based bank bought 
the downtown property for $1.45 
million in early March. While 
some in Andover frowned at the 
thought of another downtown bank 
when they heard that Butler would 
be moving in, town officials said 
Butler’s plans for the Main Street 
lot should appease some people. 

“I think it’s good because so 
many people were disappointed to 
see Friendly’s leave,” said Senior

Butler Bank hopes to tear down the former Friendly’s building and replace it with a new building that 
can be used both by the bank and by another business. 


“At least this way, it will be part 
bank and part retail. It will be more 
of a transition.” 

Johnson indicated that Butler 
officials have not determined 
whether the vacant space would be 
used as office space, retail space or 
a combination of both. They plan 
to fill the vacancy with the best 
possible tenants and use the space 
accordingly. 

“They are looking for some- 


body that’s compatible with a first 
class building,” he said. “And 
they're looking for tenants that will 
enhance downtown Andover.” 
Butler representatives have 
taken every proper step in the 
design process so far, said Ann 
Constantine, chairwoman of the 
town’s Design Advisory Group. 
“They've worked very closely 
with the Design Advisory Group 
and the Preservation Commission 


to produce a design that’s compat- 
ible with our downtown.” she said 

Butler officials hope to build a 
two-story brick building closer to 
the street than the Friendly’s build- 
ing currently sits, with a main 
entrance that faces the police sta- 
tion. The design, which includes 
added landscaping such as planted 
islands in the parking lot and new 
lampposts, is respectful of the his- 
toric look of the downtown area, 


said Constantine 


“It is our hope that the town 


likes our design,” said Johnson. “I 
know (Butler officials) are very 
anxious to break ground and start 


construction, so the hope is that 
will happen sometime this sum- 
mer.

win, win situation.” 

“We solve the traffic problem, 
get a lot of tax revenue, and cre- 
ate a lot of jobs,” he said. “If we 
get an interchange in here, that’s 
really going to be a plus for us.” 

A study by the Merrimack 
Economic Development Council 
concluded that building an inter- 
change would provide 3,352 tem- 
porary construction jobs, and 
another 11,575 jobs would be 
created to develop currently inac- 
cessible land that the interchange 
would make available. It would 
also give local communities 
$6.76 million in local tax rev- 
enues, according to the study, and 
could generate up to $32 million 
in sales tax for the state. 

Salafia is hopeful that when 
state officials review the study, 
they will agree that the I-93 inter- 
change is justified. 

“All the state is saying is ‘OK, 
you want one there, is it justified 
and why?’” he said. “Is it justi- 
fied? Those numbers just knock 
you down. If you look at the stud- 
les — Wow, is it justified.” 

But there is some disagree- 
ment regarding the three inter- 
change design options submitted 
as part of the interchange justifi- 
cation report. Because a mall 
would be built in Tewksbury, 


some Andover residents fear the 
traffic effects of one option, 
known as the loop option. 

Resident Peter Cotch, in a let- 
ter to the Townsman this week, 
called the option “fatally flawed,” 
saying it would be “the most 
expensive to build, most expen- 
sive to maintain, have the greatest 
environmental impact, place the 
greatest burden on public infra- 
structure, and result in the great- 
est diminution to Andover’s qual- 
ity of life.” Cotch said he believes 
the option is backed primarily by 
Tewksbury residents, real estate 
speculators, and the contracting 
company that will be hired to 
build the new mall. 

“Some may like one option, 
others may like another,” said 
Salafia. “At this point it’s almost 
irrelevant because all we are say- 
ing is that an interchange is justi- 
fied.” 

Salafia added it is “highly 
unlikely” that any of the submit- 
ted designs would be done exact- 
ly as they are drafted now, as a 
final design will not be possible 
until years of environmental and 
engineering studies are conduct- 
ed. 

“Right now we're just worry- 
ing about the lowest common 
denominator,” he said. “Is this 
justified? I think we all agree that 
it is.”

For the last 30 years the residents and 
businesses in Andover have discussed 
the need for a new access to the Lowell 
Junction area to help boost the eco- 
nomic tax base and relieve the pressure 
on local roads in neighborhoods sur- 
rounding Lowell Junction.

- Avoid deterioration of level of service 
benefits obtained or expected from 
recently improved intersections and 
roadway projects.

- Avoid excessive construction cost 
and/or long-term maintenance cost for 
the Town of Andover. 

The initial review we have completed 
with the ree of this report is just the 
beginning of a long design, engineering 
and review process in the development 
of a new interchange. The Town of 
Andover must be ready to provide edu- 
cated and thoughtful input into this con- 
tinued evaluation. In that regard the 
LJITF recommends the Town of 
Andover initiate the process for a new 
Comprehensive Master Plan. The last 
Comprehensive Master Plan prepared 
by the Town was completed in 1992. 
Much has changed since that time, 
including the continued growth of the 
Lowell Junction area, the Town’s pur- 
chase of the Reichhold Chemical prop- 
erty, the renovation of the High School 
and the construction of a new Public 
Safety Center for both Fire and Police.

“One day at recess, Zoe and 
Jessica gathered the fourth- 
graders and split them up into 
two groups. They tried to 
inform them about the event 
and pump them up for the 
drive,” said Ferronetti. “We are 
estimating a total donation of 
almost 1,000 books.”

The other fact which became obvi 
ous to the LJITF is that the review of 
these matters requires the benefit of 
the professional experience of an inde- 
pendent Traffic Engineer. Although the 
individual members of the LUITF have a 
broad range of experience in dealing 
with many similar issues, we felt we 
were being re-active when maybe we 
could have been more pro-active in 
serving Andover's interest. The Town 
of Andover should hire an independent 
Traffic Engineering firm to represent 
the Town's interests as the design of 
the new interchange moves forward. 
That is not to say that this LUITF should 
be dissolved, but rather this Task Force 
should have the benefit of the experi- 
ence of a professional engineering firm 
to help us suggest design modifications 
which will provide increased benefit 
and mitigation to the Town of Andover 

In closing, the LUITF finds it is impor- 
tant that the Town of Andover secure a 
new interchange on |-93 in the Lowell 
Junction region. However, as important 
as the new interchange may be 
Andover needs the right interchange 
The wrong interchange and associated 
roadway design could facilitate unin- 
tended sprawl of retail/commercial

According to Hashem, for 
every person arrested at the 
park, another two or three 
have to be spoken to or 
warned. Most of them, he 
said, either live or work in the 
area. 

“Eventually the message 
will get out that this type of 
behavior is not going to be 
tolerated,” said Hashem. “It’s 
a public park. We want peo- 
ple to feel comfortable and 
know that they’re safe out

$3.6M. coming 


No plan for trash cash yet 
as officials consider options

Ask 10 Andover leaders how 
the town should spend its $3.6 
million refund from the North 
East Solid Waste COCmmittee 
and you may get 10 answers. 

But as the end of this fiscal 
year approaches, officials are 
once again discussing plans for 
money. 

The $3.6 million refund was 
a one-time paymentto cities and 
towns involved inNESWC. The 
communities teamed up in the 
1980s to build the Wheelabrator 
trash incinerator in North 
Andover. For years, the comumu- 
nities involved paid higher trash 
costs than others, but now that 
the facility is fully paid for, a 
refund was issued in late 
December. 

Officials seem to agree that 
the money should not be spent 
to add something to the operat- 
ing budget because the refund is 
a one-time deal, and the added 
item would have to be cut the 
following year. 

However, there is debate 
about whether the town should: 

* spend it on one large capital 
project; 

* put the money in a trust 
fund, where the interest cam be 
utilized year after year; or 

* save the money entirely, to 
be used only in emergencies. 

“We definitely have to put a 
process together to weigh our 
options,” said Selectmen Chair- 
man Alex Vispoli. “It is one- 
time money, and should not be 
used for the operating bud get. 
This is Andover taxpayer 
money. We should find a high 
value investment that will help 
us build back our reserves.’” Vis- 
poli said spending the interest is 
a slippery slope, and that he 
does not favor putting these 
funds toward the operating bud- 
get. 

School Committee Chair- 
woman Deb Silberstein believes 
a task force of officials and com- 


munity members should exam- 
ine possible uses for the refund. 

“[ do think that we should do 
something with the money other 
than leaving it in a stabilization 
fund. I think we need to get 
input from the community about 
what they want to do with it. We 
need to look at what investments 
we can make that will position 
Andover well for the future. We 
should assess our infrastructure, 
look at building needs.” 

Arthur Barber, School Com- 
mittee member, said he does not 
want to see the money diced up 
between departments. “I'd like 
to see it spent on schools, or 
allocated to the senior or youth 
center projects. Other depart- 
ments also have their needs. 
Each department will have its 
own idea. The challenge is that 
it is one-time money - unless 
you then think about spending 
interest only.” 

David Samuels, School 
Committee member, said 
regardless of how or. where the 
money is spent, the balance 
should be maintained, and only 
interest spent. 

“| think we should only touch 
it for operating funds,” said 
Samuels. “The principal balance 
should not be touched. We could 
use the interest for the school 
budget, which we are desperate- 
ly trying to rebuild.” 

Samuels said if the state bud- 
get falls short of covering town 
education needs, the gap would 
be about the same as a year’s 
interest on the refund. If the 
state budget does come through, 
the money could be used to 
rebuild or maintain services. 

“Regardless of which depart- 
ment, | would like to see this 
money become part of the oper- 
ating budget,” said Samuels.

Over the last several months I 
have served as the chairman of 
the Lowell Junction Interchange 
Task Force (LJITF), a five-mem- 
ber board appointed by the 
Andover Board of Selectmen to 
help evaluate the potential bene- 
fits and impacts to the town of 
Andover from the proposed new 
interchange on I-93 in Lowell 
Junction.

The interchange is clearly justifiable for sever- 
al reasons. 

First, there’s traffic relief for the residents of 
Ballardvale.

I am writing in regard to the 
meeting of the Zoning Board on 
Thursday, June | in regard to the 
cabana on Hazelwood Circle. 
Although I was not able to attend 
the meeting, my husband did, as 
we are abutters to the property. 
There were many friends and 
neighbors of the Gibsons, the 
cabana owners, speaking about 
what wonderful people, neigh- 
bors and taxpayers the Gibsons 
are.

was that the refund be put into a 
trust fund used for trash 

“I would like to see the 
money used as permanent 
reserves,” said Stapczynski. 
“Our reserve levels are low. The 
refund should be used for stabi- 
lization funds. I don’t think it 
should be spent — not even the 
interest.” 

Selectman Mary Lyman said 
at this point, there needs to be 
more thought before a decision 
is made 

“A first rule should be that it 
would be a one-time expense,” 
said Lyman of how the refund 
be spent, “not something renew- 
able, because it is one-time 
money.” 

Selectman John Hess said he 
wants to come up with a plan 
that neither banks the entire 
sum, nor spends it all. He does 
want to see the money spent on 
a project, like a youth center, 
though he said it’s too early to 
commit to anything. What he is 
sure of is that the money should 
not become part of the operating 
budget. 

“Andover has a lot of capital 
needs. No matter where we put 
the money, we should keep a 
reserve,’ Hess said 

School Committee member 
Dick Collins said he’s biased, as 
a member of the committee. He 
wants to see the money put 
toward restoration of some pro- 


grams in the schools, such as 
elementary-school physical edu- 
cation and rebuilding the high 
school’s teaching staff 

“T don’t want to see it put 
aside,” Collins said. “I want to 
see the whole balance spent. 
Putting it aside for a rainy day 
doesn’t make sense. It’s been 
raining for a while.” 

The refund is currently in the 
free cash fund, but needs to be 
certified before it can be used. 
When the current fiscal year 
ends on July 1, the town’s bud- 
get will be reviewed by the state, 
at which point the NESWC 
refund will be available for use. 

“T think until we have a plan, 
clearly the money should be in 
free cash or a stabilization 
fund,” said Silberstein. “We 
have already anticipated using 
interest in operating budgets. 
We need to recognize that if we 
do use the funds, it will reduce 
the interest that we have project- 
ed to use for operations.” 

School Committee member 
Tony James said he believes the 
intent is to use the money to 
fund a stabilization fund, and 
use interest for the operating 
budget. 

“T haven't reached conclu- 
sion about it,” James said.

tion of Salem Street and Route 125. 

“Monday itself was slow,” said Pruss- 
man of Memorial Day, “but other than that 
all the days were normal, and [the previ- 
ous] Thursday was very busy.” 

According to Prussman, the station sold 
12,201 gallons over Memorial Day week- 
end (May 26 to 30) in 2005. This year the 
same station sold 12,862 gallons during 
that weekend, from May 25 to 29. 

On Memorial Day weekend 2005, gas 
prices in Massachusetts averaged $2.12, 
and nationally averaged $2.10, while in 
2006 the state average was $2.97, and the 
national average was $2.86, according to 
AAA Merrimack Valley.

While fuel costs 
and therefore the prices of airline trips have 
risen, there are more people traveling, 
according to Addison Travel owner Tom 
Keefe.

HILLIPS ACADEMY HELD ITS 228TH commencement ceremony 
Poss June 4 for the class of 2006, a class consisting of 309 
seniors — 160 boys and 149 girls. 

About 3,000 people attended the graduation exercises, which 
took place in front of Samuel Phillips Hall on the school’s Great 
Lawn. In a time-honored Andover tradition, the graduation proces- 
sion of faculty and students was led by the stirring sounds of the 
Clan MacPherson Pipes and Drums of Lawrence. Boys wore suit 
coats and ties; girls wore white dresses, and each carried a red rose. 

Sunday's celebration followed a weekend of commencement 
events, including a senior-faculty banquet, a senior concerto con- 
cert, and a candlelight baccalaureate service Saturday evening in 
Cochran Chapel. 

In addition to the 37 students from Andover (below), the 2006 
graduating class includes students from such local towns as 
Lawrence, Methuen, Lowell, North Reading, North Andover and 
Haverhill. Other US cities represented by the students include New 
York, Chicago, Los Angeles, and San Francisco. International stu- 
dents hail from Canada, England, China, Japan, Nigeria, Saudi 
Arabia, Korea, Thailand and Germany, among other countries. 

In her commencement address to the graduates, Head of School 
Barbara Landis Chase spoke of hospitality, honesty, hard work, and 
hope — four characteristics she said she hoped the students “found 
in abundance at Phillips Academy” and which they will carry with 
them into the future. 

Recalling how Andover started off its year by taking in 19 stu- 


dents displaced by Hurricane Katrina, Chase told the assembled 
audience, “Hospitality has to do with the way we open our minds 
and hearts to outsiders, and it rang in our new year.” Two of those 
students, she noted, were members of this year’s graduating class. 

Chase also spoke of the “beauty and redemptive quality of 
work,” telling the students that “what I hope for each of you is that 
you will find work that makes you happy — not every minute of 
every day, but often enough to be sustaining, personally absorbing, 
and meaningful to a community beyond yourself.” 

Finally, she spoke of hope, quoting the poet Emily Dickenson, 
who wrote that hope “is the thing with feathers.” 

“Hope does indeed take flight on the wings of teaching and 
learning.” said Chase. “It is one of the major products of a liberal 
education. As a student you gain fresh knowledge, expand your 
understanding, and in the process can scarcely escape a feeling of 
hope for your future. And as you think about how you will use that 
knowledge and understanding, you feel a sense of hope that you 
can make a real impact on the world.” 

School President Ali Siddiqi 06 of Salem, N.H., drew laughter 
from his classmates and the assembled crowd as he shared his 
memories of his four years at Andover, while also paying tribute to 
the education he received. “Although my world has been Andover, 
I have come to know the world through Andover because the world 
is at Andover. The world is here not only in the form of interna- 
tional students, but the world is here in the form of international 
ideas, international discussions, and international concerns.” 

He admitted thai leaving the school behind is difficult, but 
encouraged his fellow seniors to take the spirit of the school out 
into the world with them. “Yes, the memory and legacy of Andover 


can stay alive in your heart, but why not put it into action so that 
everywhere you go, everyone you meet, can be affected by this 
place, this world that we have come to love?” 

Following the speeches, Chase presented five major prizes to 
outstanding members of the graduating class. 

The recipients were: 

* Kendall M. Massengil of Richmond, Va. received the Non Sibi 
Award, given to the student who has honored Phillips Academy’s 
non sibi (not-for-self) tradition through efforts on behalf of others. 
She will attend Washington & Lee University. 

* Thomas M. Dignard of Reading received the Yale Bowl, given to 
the member of the senior class who has attained the highest proficien- 
cy in scholarship and athletics. He will attend Yale University. 

* Warakorn Kulalert of Bangkok, Thailand received the Faculty 
Prize for outstanding scholarship during the senior year. He will 
attend Harvard University. 

¢ Katherine M. Faulkner of Homer, Alaska received the Madame 
Sarah Abbot Award, given to a young woman for strong character, 
leadership and outstanding scholarship. She will attend Harvard 
University. 

* Ali Siddiqi of Salem, N.H. received the Aurelian Honor Soci- 
ety Award for sterling character, high scholarship and forceful lead- 
ership. He will attend Columbia University. 

The Phillips Academy class of 2006 will matriculate at a total of 
107 four-year colleges and universities. Top choices, accounting 
for almost 33 percent of the class, include: Harvard, 18; Brown, 13; 
Yale and Georgetown, 12 each; University of Pennsylvania, 10, 
Cornell and Trinity College, 9 each; and Duke and the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, 8 each.

AYS checking postmarks 


Bribes won’t work. Nor will those heav- 
ily-decorated envelopes that cleverly beg 
for a space on an AYS trip this summer. A 
simple June 5 postmark matters most. 

It’s that time of year when Andover 
Youth Services holds registration for its 
popular summer trips for hundreds of mid- 
dle-schoolers in town. Sixty-four overnight 
and day trips, with names like “H2 O- 
Yeah” (to Water Country) and “Rock the 
Block” (to Block Island), are being offered 
to kids who have completed grades 6, 7 
and 8. Sign-ups started Monday. 

AYS Director Bill Fahey remembers the 
scores of young teens who used to camp 
out on the steps of Doherty Middle School 
to register and secure their spot on an AYS 
trip. 
But neighbors complained, the police 
showed up and Fahey knew there had to be 
another way to hold registration. 

Three years ago, AYS went postal, so to 
speak, with its mail-in registration. Fahey 
said the forms pour in this week and AYS 
staffers are sorting them. Kids find out if 
they are in or out after June 19. 

“June 5 postmarks get handled first and 
then the 6th through the 10th,” he said. “It’s 
fair, but we know some parents won't be 
| happy because their kid didn’t get into a 
first-choice trip.” 

Advice to parents: Don’t give up. There 
are wait lists and often kids change their 
minds. AYS often turns to the wait list, 
Fahey said.

Futile battles for holidays 


Each time March 17 rolls around — 
Evacuation Day, as it is known to State- 
house employees — most Bay Staters find 
themselves green with envy. That’s 
because March 17 is also St. Patrick’s Day, 
and employees of Boston and the State- 
house get it off as a paid holiday. 

Now, the Senate has passed an amend- 
ment to its state budget that would make 
the day, along with Bunker Hill Day, June 
17, another Statehouse holiday, a holiday 
for all state employees. 

State holidays cost thousands of dollars 
in pay for those receiving time off, and in 
overtime for employees such as police and 
firefighters, who have to be on duty. 

Although no one expects the item to 
stay in the final budgets, state Sen. Susan 
Tucker voted against the amendment. 

“We already have more days off than 
most private sector employees,” Tucker 
said. “The holiday itself is silly. I’ve never 
agreed with the Statehouse or city of 
Boston having those days off.” 

An effort to save state money, and elim- 
inate the two holidays from state payrolls, 
was shot down by the Senate.

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Face-reading comes to 
local book-launch party 


Master of physiognomy reads faces of three Andover newsmakers

N AUTHOR IS PUTTING A FACE on 
At launch party in Andover - lit- 
erally. 


Author Rose Rosetree will be in town 
tomorrow night as she is on tour promot- 
ing her new book. She'll be at Circles of 
Wisdom, the Main Street store that carries 
her books. 

She’ll talk about face-reading — a 
5,000-year-old tradition long dismissed 
by scientists — but interesting to some, if 
only for entertainment. Rosetree has been 
reading faces for years and traveling the 
globe with her insights. 

By e-mail from Ireland earlier this 
week, Rosetree explained that the formal 
name for face reading is physiognomy, 
“which means interpreting the face to 
learn about the inner person.” 

She wrote that face-reading is not like 
a tarot-card reading or fortune-teller ses- 
sion, as it does not predict one’s life. Rather, face- 
reading is about “empowering in the here and 
now.” 

“Predictions can be right or wrong, but it’s 
always right (and powerful) to understand your- 
self,” she said. 

The Townsman asked Rosetree to do a quick 
face-reading session of three local newsmakers, 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski, School Super- 
intendent Claudia Bach and Selectman Ted 
Teichert. 

Rosetree was e-mailed digital photographs of 
the trio and given only their names. She was not 
told what jobs they had in town. 

All three subjects were notified about the face 
readings and were asked to comment on Rose- 
tree’s observations. 

Stapezynski was the only one who did and he 
was Clearly a good sport about the matter. 

“This is a riot! How can a face reader know so 
much about me? It was fun to read and some of it 
is on the mark... not too wacky, either. 

“I wish I had Claudia’s nose and all that “finan- 
cial prudence.” I also wish I had Ted’s dimples... I 
need some ‘guileless charm’ in my life,” 
Stapezynski said. 

Here is what Rosetree had to say: 


“Conscientious and careful.”

Even eyebrows suggest her creativity runs 
toward implementation and thoroughness, rather 
than innovation.

Dowe an early ABC success

HEN IAN  DOWE 
REFLECTS on his senior 
year at Andover High 


School he salutes his undefeated 
track team, his many friends and 
a full scholarship to Holy Cross 
College that was waiting for him. 

He graduated from Andover 
High School in 1984 and his for- 
mer track coach and current 
School Committee member Dick 
Collins remembers Dowe like it 
was yesterday. 

“IT don’t like to put sports first, 
before academics, but he was 
extremely athletic,’ Collins said. 
“In fact, his shot-put record still 
stands at Andover High and he 
was the state’s Class B champ in 
the 100-meter when the team was 
undefeated. 

“He was a terrific defensive 
lineman for us in football and 
played that position for Holy 


Cross,” Collins said. “And, he 
was one of our ABC kids.” 

ABC, the A Better Chance 
program, enrolls inner city kids at 
Andover High. 

Today, Dowe has traded his 
heavy shot put for pompons as 
his new sport is cheerleading: 
He’s back in Andover living, 
working and singing the praises 
of the ABC program. He now 
serves on the ABC Board in 
Andover, 22 years after graduat- 


ing. He calls ABC one of 


Andover’s “best kept secrets.” 

“Andover is doing something 
positive here and few people 
know that. I want to change that,” 
said Dowe who came from the 
Bronx section of New York City 
to Andover High. 

ABC is about to celebrate its 
40th anniversary in town and is 
also enjoying some notice from 
Democratic governor hopeful 


Deval Patrick, an ABC student 
from Chicago. 

“Oh, that Milton guy,” Dowe 
laughed and then said the two 
know each other well. It was 
Dowe who invited the politician 
to Andover last December to talk 
about his ABC experience, he 
said, “and, he came.” 

Perhaps the visit will be 
remembered as Dowe’s first step 
in spreading the good word about 
ABC in Andover. Dowe points to 
an impressive history in town that 
shows ABC graduates go on to 
good colleges and successful 
careers. 

“If you are willing to work 
hard, then ABC is the right 
choice,” he said. 

For Dowe, whose family 
immigrated to New York from

China is the world's fourth 
largest country in land area, 
with about 3.7 million square 
miles (almost 10 million square 
kilometers). 

The climate varies from 
tropical areas in the south to 
sub arctic areas in the north. 
The eastern coast has lush 
deltas. The western area has 
the Gobi Desert and other 
desert areas. China has moun- 
tains, high plateaus, and hills. 

The world's tallest moun- 
tain, Mount Everest, is found 
inthe Tibet area of China. We 
also find moon bears in Tibet 
and other forested mountain 
areas in Southeast Asia. 

Moon bears get their name 
from the large white crescent 
moon shape on their chest. 
They are also known as Asi- 
atic black bears. 

A moon bear spends most 
of its time in trees to avoid 
predators and humans. Its 
nest looks like a very large 
bird nest. 

The nocturnal bear sleeps 
most of the day. It wakes up 
at dusk to hunt for food. Moon 
bears prefer meat but will eat 
plants and insects.

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Returning to the land of King Zero and Kill the Kid 


While writing about 
Stowe School and play- 
grounds, | was thinking 
about what a kid’s life was 
like before organized child- 
hood. I’m old enough that I 
have long, clear memories 
about what it was like to be 
a “free range” kid in 
Andover during summer 
vacations. 

Little League, which 
began in 1952, was the 
beginning of organized 
summer play for boys. Although most of us who 
played Little League liked it, some of us liked 
sandlot ball more and continued to play it. As the 
number of Little League teams expanded and the 
season was stretched into months previously 
reserved for family vacations — July and August — 
sandlot ball almost disappeared. When other 
summer childhood events and sports, including 
playground activities, became more systematic 
and adult-controlled, unorganized childhood 
summers faded forever away. 

Today, organized childhood is mandatory. 
Aside from safety concerns (which I do not min- 
imize), there is one overriding reason for the 
organization of childhood: parental work. For 
middle-class America, the promise that came out 
of the 1950s was that we would be able to work 
fewer hours while our incomes increased. While 
this promised panacea seems like a pathetic pre- 
diction today, in the mid-20th Century, advancing 
technologies, including robots, were someday 
supposed to make it all happen. And the biggest 
thing was that atomic power would produce ener- 
gy for factories, homes, and transportation that 
would be practically -ost-free. These hopes were 
widely believed and were supposed to come true 
by the 1980s — certainly no later than the millen- 
nium. 

I slap my fool’s forehead and ask, what hap- 
pened? In a phrase: longterm prognostication 
hooey 

Not only that, the exact opposite thing hap- 
pened. While it was a sure bet that big computers 
would become important (and Dick Tracy WAS 
wearing a telephone wristwatch), no one came 
close to predicting the revolution caused by the 
Internet and cell phones until just a short while 
before it (and they) happened. 

Hecktadoodle, I’m on e-mail 15 minutes after 
I wake up, and I check the thing just before sleep.

I even check it in the middle of the night some- 
times. The ridiculous tones or buzzing of the cell 
phone find me anywhere I go, including the 
men’s room. I don’t take vacations, I simply 
move away from my office for a few days. | am 
fully hooked — and that it is not too strong a word 
— to the communication age. 

And so are many of you. With young, as well 
as middle-aged parents in Andover, it is normal 
that both parents work hard, even if one of them 
is at home. Playing with children means going to 
games and recitals, or driving them to activities 
or playdates. The spectre of higher education 
costs and the ogre of material wealth has put 
most middle-class parents on a one-way choo- 
choo train that has no stops. 

Then, of course, there is the necessity of sav- 
ing for retirement, especially now that genera- 
tions of the D.C. dolts have managed to jeopar- 
dize the future of social security by their failure 
to have enough courage to act. However, we are 
the “Little Engines That Could” and will pull 
those all the burdens over the high mountains. 

But alas, I waiver from my usual euphoric 
episodes from the past. Forgive my occasional 
grousing. 

Bill McCullom, who sent in the patrol leader 
picture last week, also sent me a wonderful 
description of a sandlot baseball game called 
“King Zero.” [ quote from him: 


“It was a long time ago but here is what | 
remember. Three or more kids sitting around 
on a nice summer day, we always had our 
gloves on the handlebars of the bike and a bat 
close at hand. Someone yelled “King Zero” 
which instantly meant he was first at bat in this 
game. The kid who next yelled “Scrub” was the 
catcher and the next batter when King Zero 
was out. “Scrub 1” would pitch and the Scrubs 
2, 3, 4, etc., were in the field and would work 
their way up to get a chance to bat. The batter 
stayed “up” until he was put out at which time 
he went to the end. So the game went on for- 
ever or until the street lights came on. 

“We would play for hours and no parents 
were involved. We’d play all summer or until 
our internal clock told us it was football season 
and we would switch to ‘Kill the kid!” 


Bill didn’t describe “Kill the kid,” so let me. 
From a rules standpoint, it was easy. Whoever 
had the football would throw it to someone else. 
Catching the football was not optional; not to 


catch it would be “chicken,” and everyone would 
act like you’d caught it anyway. The boy now 
with the ball would run like crazy while the rest 
of us chased him yelling, “kill the kid.” When he 
was tackled, everyone, no matter how many of us 
there were, would pile on. After we unpiled, the 
kid who'd been “killed” got up and threw it to 
another unfortunate player and the game contin- 
ued. Bloody noses and lips were common and 
were worn as badges of honor. Crying was unac- 
ceptable unless the injury was heinous, which 
hardly ever happened. 

While “Kill the kid” didn’t teach us the finer 
skills or strategy of the game, we had plenty of 
other pick-up football games, usually involving 
three or four to a side, that did do that. And 
strangely — I know my description doesn’t do this 
justice — certain unfair behaviors and dirty play- 
ing were frowned on. (Punching and kneeing 
being the worst infractions.) The fact was that we 
played together because we were friends, not 
enemies. 

Kevin Connors, who is a lieutenant in 
Andover’s Fire Department, and a bit younger 
than I, sent an interesting e-mail. He is the son of 
one of Andover’s legends, Baron Connors, of 
whom I have written before and will, no doubt, 
again. Kevin spoke respectfully about the Stack 
sisters at Stowe School: 


“...they were tough. When | was in sixth 
grade, | was a patrol leader, but because of 
some fooling around throwing the football | lost 
my badge, as did some of my friends. The sad 
part was that all patrol leaders went to see the 
Red Sox at the end of the year, and we could- 
n't go. We had to spend the day at Stowe in 
class with MISS STACK. However, it turned 
out to be quite a fun day and my lasting mem- 
ories of her was that she really was a nice per- 
son.” 


That comment is representa- 
tive of several that I received. 


around 3:30 or so with an hour for lunch. We 
would be there all the time... 

“What was best (were the) inter-playgound 
rivalries. We would play all the other play- 
gounds in sports, Ballardvale, West, and the 
brand new Rec Park. | think Indian Ridge was 
gone by this time, 1963. Softball was one 
game, as well as flag football. We were good, 
and it was always a big game against Rec Park 
because they were loaded in those days. 

‘The other things the playgrounds had were 
tournaments - chess, checkers, anything, just 
to stay busy. Playgrounds in those days were 
just that - playgrounds — outdoors, never 
inside. It was a ball and | don’t ever recall com- 
plaining.. 

“| just want you to know that we were lucky 
in those days. Everything we wanted was at 
the playground. It was simple and fun.”
